Bis Genlne and Hi* Money Concentrated 


in the Completion of the Torpedo 
Boat Destroyer—Death Interrupts Him 
In His Plans. 
In an obscure part of the Brooklyn navy 


yard, behind the Cob dock, half submerged 
in the accumulated raud of six years, lies 
the irou vessel Destroyer, to which John 
Ericsson devoted the energies of the last 
seven years of his life, and upon the suc- 
cessful completion of which he hoped to 
achieve u surcvss becond only to that of his 
Monitor. "Sly life work," said the great 
inventor two months before his death to 
an engineer who had been near and dear 
to him since the event%Ways of 1861, "is 
to provide a means of defense for New 
York harbor." It was with this Destroyer, 
now neglected and almost forgotten, that 
he had hoped to defend the greatest harbor 
of the country to which he had given his 
genius. 


"At the time he spoke to me of his life 


work," said the engineer above referred to, 
"he was active enough to go u»«taira two 
steps at a time, and his shoolders were 
quite its erect as they were twenty-five 
years before, when he and I worked to- 
gether over the plans of the Monitor. In 
;hose few months just preceding his death 
[ never saw him so filled with determina- 
tion. He based all the hopes of bin life 
upon the Destroyer. He thought of noth- 
ng else. He worked for no other object. 
To defend the harbor of New York was 
the crownim; ambition of his life, a fitting 
;oal in which to close so useful and so 
jrilliant a career. 


HIS DESTHOVEK A FAILTOE. 


"Day after day, night after night, ho 


watched the progress of that boat as a 
mother watches her child. I never saw 
inch zealous devotion. He and his true 
friend, the late C. H. Delamater, paid out 
of their private purses the $150,000 neces- 
sary to build the Destroyer. 
This is a 


pretty big sum for two men to pay on an 
expcrimetl, but they did it without a 
eruple, Ericsson feclim; c-onfldcnt that his

A Salt Producing Invention. 


Salt is at present produced by means ol 


open vats or pans, varying in size accord- 
ing to circumstances and the quality of the 
salt to be produced. Its manufacture nec- 
essarily requires a large area and an enor- 
mous consumption of fuel to maintain the 
salt at the boiling point in order to secure 
the precipitation of the salt more or less 
rapidly, according to the quality required. 
For example, a salt pan twelve yards long 
and two and n half yards Wide—thirty 
square yards—exclusive of the brickwork, 
is supposed to run about forty tons of salt 
per week. Dr. Pick, who is one of the 
highest authorities on the subject of salt 
production, has, however, invented an 
economical process for evaporating liquors 
containing salts, and for separating the 
salts from them. By means of this appa- 
ratus, which covers thirty-flVB square yards, 
it is stated that 600 tons of salt can be pro- 
duced per week.—New Orleans Picayune.
